Due to an unexpected change in factory schedules, 
the $28,000 equipment will be delivered the week of 
Sept. 2, according to the manu­ 
facturers, Motorola Communica­ 
tions and Electronics Inc. 
The 
n ew 
communications 
room will feature a large lighted 
map of the area, spotlighting 
the location of every moving 
village squad car (see picture 
on Page 4.) 
THE DISPATCHER will in­ 
stantly be able to send the 
nearest car available to the 
scene of a police call. 
. 
The equipment also will in­ 
clude a recorder on which in­ 
coming radio 
and telephone 
calls can be taped for later 
transcribing. 
A colored card-file system 


will replace the present log. 
The new equipment is similar 
—on a small scale—to the com­ 
munications set-up recently in­ 
stalled in Chicago by former 
city Police Chief O. W. Wilson.

Speaking from the experience 
of friends who have already

In the 
classroom, at least, she will be 
expected to do her lessons in 
German right along with 
her 
classmates. 
There will be other differenc­ 
es in the classroom situation.

S h e 
says there will probably be 
three or four others with her. 


Packing

problem for Laura. Allotted on­ 
ly 60 pounds and rather uncer­ 
tain about what to take, she 
has kept busy trying to figure 
out a basic wardrobe. 


THEY TELL you to bring 
one or two party dresses. But 
what’s a party dress?” she ask­ 
ed, as she pointed out t h a t 
many things are much m o r e 
formal in Germany than here. 
On the other hand, she says 
she will be allowed to wear 
slacks to class. 
“It’s very difficult to prepare 
for a country with different cus­ 
toms when you don’t know those 
customs,” she said. She cites 
European handshaking customs 
and the custom of hands above 
board at dinner as two she’s 
trying to remember. 


Although Laura admits she is 
somewhat uncertain about what 
her German stay will be like, 
she says she’s certain of one 
thing—that it will be exciting.

WW II All-Girl Band 
To Hold Reunion Here

Members of an all-girl band that toured the South Pacific in 
1945 will attend their first reunion in almost 20 years on August 
13 at the Northwest Metal Craft Studio, 413 S. Arlington Heights 
Road. 
Irene Mayer, the former Irene Stec, co-owner of the metal 
craft studio with her husband, played the saxaphone in the USO 
sponsored troop. 
The band’s experiences in the 
days between August 4, 1945 
and February 14, 1946, include 
a plane crash in the Sea of 
Japan, a theater fire in Hok­ 
kaido, and a hurricane in the 
Philippines. 
MRS. MAYER and another 
former 
band 
member, 
Lois 
Goleas, 
2869 Shannon Court, 
Northbrook, are now planning 
the reunion and reminiscing 
about the days when they were 
among the few American wom­ 
en in the Orient. 
The 12-girl band was organiz­ 
ed when the girls attended high 
school in Chicago. After gradu­ 
ation some of the members left 
Chicago to try their luck in 
other cities. Lois Goleas, the 
former Lois H e i s e, played 
trombone 
with 
the 
G l o r y 
Parker all-girl band in New 
York. 
When a chance came to join 
the USO troop, the band re­ 
organized as “Sharon Rogers 
and Her All-Girl Orchestra,” 
obtained their shots and neces­ 
sary papers, and then informed 
their families they were leaving 
for an unknown distination.,* 
THEY REHEARSED for a 
month in the New York USO 
training center where they met 
such performers as Bing Crosby 
and Bob Hope. 
After training, they flew to 
San Francisco for a perform* 
ance at the Treasure Island 
Naval Training Station. From 
Treasure Island they took the 
U.S.S. Falcon to Hawaii. 
The war ended immediately 
after the girls reached Manila 
in the Philippines, but USO au­ 
thorities decided to continue the 
tour. 
Before leaving Manila they 
were caught in a hurricane and 
were forced to weather the 
storm in a Navy ship in the 
harbor. 
LAA\ ING THE Philippines 
the group began a three-show- 
a-day tour of occupied Japanese 
territory, traveling in trucks 
over bombed-out roads. It was 
winter when they reached Ja­ 
pan and they remember shiver­ 
ing in the cargo section of the 
airplane. 
“We had icicles in our eye­ 
lashes and we took turns going 
to the cabin to warm up,” re­ 
calls Mrs. Mayer. 
Mrs. Mayer says the soldiers 
stationed in the Orient were so 
glad to see them that men 
saved their steak rations when 
they heard the all-girl band was 
coming. 
MRS. MAYER dates her taste 
for Oriental art from her expe­ 
riences in Japan. Many of the 
items now for sale in the metal 
craft shop are similar to the 
decorations she saw in the 
private homes, gardens, and tea 
houses in Japan. 
The band spent a few days 
in the Emperor's summer home 


and Mrs. Mayer says the view 
overlooking a quiet Japanese 
bay was “the closest thing to 
heaven” she has seen. 
There were no lavish decora­ 
tions in the Emperor’s suite, 
she recalls, merely w o v e n 
mats, sliding rice-paper doors, 
and wood paneling. 
Japan's lack of central heat­ 
ing, in those days, resulted in 
many colds for the American 
girls, Mrs. Mayer says. She re­ 
members wearing “long johns” 
most of the time, showering in 
the cold, and freezing when she 
put on a formal for her stage 
appearances. 


THE BAND played for Amer­ 
ican troops stationed on the 
island of Hokkaido, in January, 
with the snow six-feet high out­ 
doors. 
Portable stoves 
were 
used on stage and a fire started 
in the middle of a performance. 
Mrs. 
Mayer remembers the 
band continued playing until 
the flames were under control. 
On the way back to America 


mr. 


from the Japanese tour the 
band’s airplane crashed into the 
Sea of Japan. 
The plane was damaged on 
take off and as it hit air pockets 
over Tokyo Bay the girl pas­ 
sengers were thrown out of 
their seats. The pilot was forced 
to land the plane in the sea. 
The pilot kept the landing 
gears down making the plane 
twist when it hit the water, 
rather than sliding across the 
waves. The next day it was dis­ 
covered his action had saved 
their lives, because the plane 
stopped 50 feet from a loaded 
ammunition barge. 
DAZED AND injured girls 
crawled out of the plane and 
into partially inflated rafts, as 
a cold January rain poured 
down upon them. 
“You know what they were 
worrying about as that plane 
started to sink?” asks Mrs. 
Mayer. “Their address books. 
I remember one crying, ‘I’ll 
never be able to look nip Joe, 
because I just lost his ad­ 
dress.* ** 
The girls had no life-jackets 
and were hanging on the wreck­ 
ed plane or sitting in water- 
filled life rafts drifting out to­ 
wards sea, when a Japanese 
fishing boat approached. 
The J a p a n e s e fishermen 
dragged the girls from the wa­ 
ter and brought them back to 


the Japanese mainland. 
THE BAND returned to the 
United States after recovering 
from the crash and immediate­ 
ly created headlines in this 
country when Sharon Rogers 
denounced American troops for 
fraternizing 
w i t h 
Japanese 
girls. 
Mrs. Mayer and Mrs. Goleas 
say they were glad when the 
stir caused by Sharon’s com­ 
ments died down. 
The band continued to play 
in the United States for about a 
year after the war. It broke up 
as various members left to get 
; married or establish separate 
professional careers.

Eleven Arlington H e i g h t s 
homeowners from the area ad­ 
jacent to a proposed $750,000 
luxury apartment development 
on Fremont Street and Chestnut 
Avenue helped crush a re-zon­ 
ing request brought Wednesday 
night to the Plan Commission. 
Robert Babbin and Norman 
Treiger requested a change of 
zoning from R-3 (single family) 
to R-6 (multiple family) on five 
lots on the southeast comer of 
North Chestnut and West Fre­ 
mont. 
Babbin and Treiger want to 
build 
a five-story apartment 
similar to the building they re­ 
cently completed on I North 
Chestnut St. 
The 38 proposed apartments 
would include two three-bed­ 
room apartments on the first 
floor, renting for $350 a month; 
17 two - bedroom 
apartments 
renting for $270; and 19 one- 
bedroom apartments renting for 
$190. 
THE proposed building would 
face Memorial Park and would 
be directly adjacent to single­ 
family homes. 
W. A. Schwantz of Annen and 
Busse Realtors told the com­ 
mission the introduction of the 
apartment building into a sin­ 
gle-family area would not low­ 
er the value of the existing 
homes. 
Instead, he said, the develop­ 
ment of an area close to village 
conveniences would improve the 
property values. 
Jerry Kubin, 205 W, Fremont, 
objected to the proposed apart­ 
ment and presented a petition 
signed by his neighbors on Fre­ 
mont Street. 
The petition said the propos­ 
ed re-zoning would restrict fu­ 
ture market prospects for t h e 
sale of single family houses on 
Fremont Street; that Fremont 
Street is too narrow (18 feet) to 
handle the increased traffic re­ 
sulting from the apartment de­ 
velopment; that sewer and wa­ 
ter drainage in the area would 
be inadequate if the apartment 
were allowed; and that the de­ 
velopment would create noise 
and nuisance in a residential 
neighborhood. 
KUBIN SAID Arlington High 
School, the Memorial Park, the 
Historical Museum, and the new 
library’ were already in th e 
area. This area could more log­ 
ically be developed as a cultur­ 
al center rather than an apart­ 
ment area, he said. 
Arlington High School has a 
restricted recreational area al­ 
ready, in comparison to other 
high schools in District 214, Ku­ 
bin said. He suggested the com­ 
mission turn its attenion to in­ 
creasing the open space near 
the high school. 
SUPT. EDWARD Gilbert 
of 
District 214 was present at the 
session. At the end of the meet- 
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agreed with Kubin’s assessment 
of the High School’s needs. 
The Plan Commission reject­ 
ed the Babbin and Treiger pe­ 
tition because the streets in the 
area were incapable of taking 
the traffic load; because the 
water and sewer facilities were 


below standard for an apart­ 
ment development; and because 
the large building would be too 
close to single family residenc­ 
es. 
Babbin and Treiger will pre­ 
sent their rejected petition to 
village trustees Sept. 18.

registered by parents who feel existing parks are too far from 
their homes. 
Tomorrow’s referendum is a unique opportunity for the 
community to assure itself adequate recreational facilities for its 
growing population. 
The proposal, drawn up by professional park planners, 
scrutinized by the park administration and endorsed by the 
citizens referendum committee, combines a program of new 
parks for new areas with improved parks in existing neighbor­ 
hoods, in an attempt to provide parks for everyone. 
The development package offered by the park district is well 
worth the tax bite that will accompany it. 
It should be noted that while the referendum will cost tax­ 
payers 13 cents per $100 assessed valuation the first year, this 
district’s total assessed valuation increases. 
The fact that the park district’s rate is lower now than it was 
in 1956, despite several referenda in the interim, is evidence of 
the fact rates do not stay up. 
The Arlington Heights community needs a “yes” vote 
tomorrow and every person in Arlington Heights is a part of that 
community, whether he lives one block or two miles from the 
proposed improvements.
